The Frenoh project contemplates the
construetion of a enmal to connect Lhe
valley of the Rhone with the port of
Marsollles,  The work will cost $16,-
200000 and o the hills separating the
Rhona from the olty are too high to be
surmounted by locks, the French govern:
ment will tunne]l through them, ‘This
tunnel, weasured by the amount of dirt

exoavated, will be the largest in the

world. It will be seven kilometers, or
4 12 miles, In longth and is expectad to
w0t ntarly 7,000,000, :

between Hamburg and Bremen which
will be soventy-five miles in length, THb
witerway will ‘mean an immense sav
Ing of time In the passing of shipa be-
